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Yamaha-mounted motocrosser Rick 
Johnson was the overall winner in 
the two-day Italian Superbikers race 
held in Bologna, Italy on December 
7-8. The race, held on a tight and 
twisty track inside a football stadium, 
was a disaster for the American con- 
tingent of road racers. Three-time 
World Champion Kenny Roberts 
qualified sixth on his T1600, but 
was later hit in mid-air by an Italian 
rider in the semi-final. Freddie Spen- 
cer had the most miserable time in 
Italy and, after crashing five times in 
qualifying, finally gave up. Randy 
Mamola managed to finish 14th over- 
all on his Yamaha TT600 with Eddie 
Lawson taking the top road racer 
spot with ninth place overall on a 
similar TT600. Second place overall 
went to Yamaha-mounted Brondi 
Massimo of Italy with Honda-mount- 
ed Bob Hannah finishing third. 
Michele Rinaldi (Suz) took fourth 
place while American Brian Myers- 
cough (Suz) finished fifth. 


Freddie Spencer’s Rothmans Hon- 
da teammate Wayne Gardner won 
both races in round one of the 
Australian Swann Insurance road 
race series at Keilor International 
Raceway. Gardner, on a NSR500 
V-four, easily beat the newest 
member of the Marlboro Yamaha 
team Rob McElinea in both races; 
the series will be McElInea’s final 
races on the Skoal Bandit Suzuki. 
Yamaha TZ750-mounted Mike 
Dowson was third in both races. 


The team of Greg Wing and Willie 
Adams (Kaw) survived two red-flags 
to win the two-hour endurance road 
race at Firebird in Phoenix, Arizona 
on December 8. Wing/Adams beat 
Walter Nitto and Peter Carroll on 
another Kawasaki by two seconds 
with third place going to the Suzuki 
of Greg Curtis and Mike Mangham. 


England’s Ron Haslam recently 
won the Macau road race Grand 
Prix on an Elf RS500 after taking 
both legs of the race from from 
Belgian Didier De Radigues on 
another Elf RS500.. American 
Henry Degouw crashed his 750 
Yamaha in the first leg of the race, 
held on the streets of Macau, but 
although out of the top 10, was 
able to continue. Floridian John 
Long finished 10th in the first leg 
and ninth in the second. 


Shoei Helmets will post a cash and 
awards contingency worth over 
$60,000 for the eight-race 1986 CMC 
Golden State Series that begins on 
January 4 at Quail Canyon in Gor- 
man, California and winds up on 
March 2, also at Quail Canyon. Shoei 
will post cash awards in 125, 250 and 
500cc Pro classes and in the Pro 250cc 
three-wheeled and Pro 250cc Quad 
classes through sixth place with first 
place worth $300; other classés will 
be eligible to win prizes. There will 
also be a $1000 bonus for a Pro class 
championship. 


Santee, California's Mike Fisher 
was scheduled to ride in the Aus- 
tralian Supercross series, but can- 
celled out before leaving his home 
because of a practice crash. 








English road racer Alan Carter, a 
teammate of Wayne Rainey in Kenny 
Roberts’ 1984 250cc GP team, has 
signed a contract to race for the Span- 
ish race team Kobas in 1986; Carter 
will ride the Rotax-powered machines 
in the 250cc World Championship 
rounds. 


English chassis manufacturer Har- 
ris Performance has developed an 
aluminum alloy chassis for the 
Yamaha FZ750 that is reported to 
result in a much lighter bike for the 
English Formula One series (U.S. 
Superbike). The new frame fea- 
tures an open cradle design and is 
expected to be campaigned by 
Englishman Steve Parrish in 1986. 


Honda introduced a FTR250 single- 
cylinder four-stroke at the Tokyo, 
Japan motorcycle show that’s style is 
based on a Honda flat-tracker; the 
bike is fitted with road tires. 


Former Speedway World Cham- 


pion Bruce Penhall failed to appear . 


as advertised for the Ivan Mauger 
farewell race in Belle Vue, Eng- 
land; apparently Penhall got stuck 
in Italy while filming a new movie. 
Reports from England indicate that 
Lance King will join Penhall and 
also go into the movie business. 


Cooperating with Willow Springs 
International Raceway owner Bill 
Huth, Dunlop Tire Co. sponsored 
the removal of the rock and dirt 
mound between turns four and five at 
the Rosamond, California race track 
on December 2. In place of the re- 
moved material, Huth will place rows 
of plastic-wrapped haybales and a 
catch fence. Huth says he decided to 
remove the mound because it has in 
the past launched crashed motorcy- 
cles into the air and across turn five; 
he’s using plastic-wrapped haybales 
so the hay doesn’t get waterlogged 
and hard. Huth has earned a reputa- 
tion for being the most responsive 
track owner in the country when it 
comes to making safety-related im- 
provements. 


Reports from Great Britain indi- 
cate that 1979 500cc World MX 
Champion Graham Noyce, who 
recently fell from a balcony and 
sustained multiple injuries, is mak- 
ing rapid progress in his recovery. 


There has been a change in the tenta- 
tive Camel Pro Series schedule as 
noted in last week’s Calendar section. 
The April 5 race at Gardena, Cali- 
fornia’s Ascot Park will be a TT 
National rather than a half mile as 
initially listed. A December 3 meeting 
of dirt track and road race pro- 
moters in Key West, Florida, is 
expected to produce.a finalized 
schedule. 


Areport quoting figures from 1983 
shows Japan as the number one 
country in regards to motorcycle 
population with 16.2 million. The

Chandler hurt in Paris

According to reports from Europe, motocrosser Danny Chandler 
broke the fifth and sixth vertebrae in his neck during the second night 
of supercross racing in Paris, France on December 5. 

Chandler reportedly crashed into a TV cameraman after crashing 
from a jump and has undergone three operations in a Paris hospital. 
Reports indicate that Chandler has no feeling from the waist down 
and has no movement in his left arm or in both hands. Chandler is 
currently on a respirator, but doctors are predicting that he could be 
breathing on his own in 10 days. It is not known if the paralysis will be 
permanent and reports. indictate that he will be flown home to the 
U.S. when he is taken off the respirator. 

Chandler reportedly has no medical insurance in the U.S. and a 
fund has been set up for Chandler by the Pro Rider's Benefit. Dona-

Liability problems: 


Prairie City OHV 
park may close 


SACRAMENTO, CA, NOV. 12 
Prairie City Off-Highway 
Vehicle Park near Rancho 
Cordova, California will close 
to recreational riders sometime 
next March unless the Sacramento 
County Board of Supervisors can 
find a way to operate the facility 
without being responsible for liabil- 
ity insurance coverage. 

The proposed action would close 
the park to general public use but 
would not affect independently spon- 
sored events. 

Supervisors decided during a pub- 
lichearing today that the park will be 
shut down to casual riders unless the 
State of California provides a solu- 





tion whereby Sacramento County will 
not be responsible for accidents that 
occur at the OHV park. 

The board took the action even 
though Supervisors feel Prairie City 
should remain open to riders of dirt 
bikes and other recreational vehicles. 
They want the state to find a solution 
to the liability insurance problem 
without Sacramento County footing 
the bill. 

Lee Chauvet, deputy director of the 
state Off-Highway Vehicle Park Re- 
creation Division, warned the board 
that Sacramento County would be 
breaking its contract with the state if 
the park is closed to recreational rid- 
ers. He said the closure might result 
in the county being asked to return 
state grants and suggested the board 
force casual riders to sign a form 
accepting responsibility for riding at 
Prairie City. 

County officials feel California 
should provide all-risk liability cov- 
erage on a statewide basis at state 
cost, paying for the program with 
monies from the state off-highway 
vehicle fund, (derived primarily from 
off-road vehicle license fees and 1% of 
state sales tax revenues). 

County taxpayers were forced last 
winter to pay a $2.4 million judge- 
ment to the victim of a one-man acci- 
dent, despite the fact that Prairie City 
is a contracted, joint operation be- 
tween the county and the State of 
California. 

The state avoided making payment 
in the case by taking advantage of the 
joint and several liability rule, a 
“deep pocket” law which forces the 
government agency with the most 
money to pay for accidents, regard- 
less of the degree of fault. 

Supervisors voted 5-0 to send a let- 
ter to the state Off-Highway Vehicle 
Park Commission, warning that an- 
other form of financial remedy must 
be found or Prairie City will be 
closed. The board gave the commis- 
siona 120-day deadline to finda solu- 
tion to the severe liability imposed on 
the county by the deep pocket law. If 
the state offers no solution, the county 
will close the OHV park in order to 
curtail the risk, according to Board 
Chairman William M. Bryan. 

County Executive Brian H. Rich- 
ter told the board during the hearing 
that Sacramento County cannot buy 
insurance to cover the first $1 million 
of any accident — that means. the 
county faces the possibility of a $1 
million expenditure every time an 
accident occurs at Prairie City. He 
added that the county’s liability insu- 
rance cost tripled in one year to 
nearly $600,000. 

In the face of mounting insurance 
costs and liability claims, Richter 
warned the county may be unable to 
purchase insurance coverage when 
its policies are up for renewal next 
April. Richter suggested that a liabi- 
lity pool be formed by the state and all 


counties operating OHV parks to . 


provide a source of revenue for any 
county faced with a lawsuit. 

Only seven persons attended the 
hearing to speak against the pro- 
posed closure, including five OHV 
enthusiasts from the Sacramento area, 
one from Columbus, Ohio and one 
from Sonoma County. 

Dan Bartlett, a local recreational 
dirt bike rider, urged the board not to 
close the park and said Prairie City 
could be made safe for recreational or 
casual riders if directional signs are 
reinstalled. He charged without the 
signs the park is dangerous because it 
is filled with blind corners and he 
critized the county for collecting a $2 
fee from each rider then “turning 
everybody loose.”’ 

Bryan told Bartlett he had given 
the board all the evidence they E 
to close the park. 





He’s at it again: 


Statler 
attacks toys 


WASHINGTON, DC, NOV. 26 

Stuart “Ban ‘ʻem” Statler, the 
Consumer Product Safety Com- 
missioner critical of the safety 
record of ATVs, recently turned 


his attentions to the American toy 
market, charging unsafe toys injured 
more children last year while the 
CPSC looked the other way. 

According to Statler, the CPSC 
should look into the possibility of 
removing several toys from the shelves 
of the nation’s retailers, even though 
Commission Chairman Terrence 
Scanlon said this year’s Christmas 
toys pose no major new safety risks. 

No sooner had Scanlon certified 
that toys being offered for sale this 
Christmas are safe than Statler blasted 
the agency for not looking hard 
enough into the area of toy safety. 

Statler, who is known among the 
motorcycle and ATV world as a cru- 
sading commissioner who has called 
for an outright ban of all terrain veh- 
icles without providing hard evidence 
to prove that ATVs are unsafe, said 
his agency does not know about new 
toy risks because it has not monitored 
the toy industry vigorously. 

Statler said that because of CPSC 
budget cuts, the commission is not 
up to date on information about 
hazardous toys. He claims the number 
of toy-related accidents in 1984 is up 
over the previous year, even though 
Scanlon said he is not aware of any 
“compelling problems’’ with toy 
safety. 

At the kickoff of its annual toy 
safety campaign, both the commis- 
sion and toy industry officials pointed 
out enforcement and voluntary stand- 
ards have reduced the number of toy- 
related injuries from 147,000 in 1977 
to 126,000 last year. According to 
Statler, however, there were 118,000 
incidents during 1983, which appar- 
ently prompted the commissioner to 
claim that officials in the industry 
and in his own agency are attempting 
to minimize a 6.7% increase in toy- 
related accidents between 1983 and 
1984. 

The 126,000 children injured by 
toys in 1984 were hurt seriously 
enough to require hospital emergen- 
cy room treatment and at least 33 
children died, according to Scanlon. 
Those statistics do not include 385,000 
children under 15 injured on bicy- 
cles, 65,000 injured on skates, 23,000 
injured on sleds and 13,500 injured 
on skateboards. 

At a Washington news conference, 
the CPSC demonstrated unsafe toys, 
including balloons that can be inhaled 
and have suffocated more than 90 
children in recent years; toys with 
small parts that cause choking; crib 
gyms that can strangle babies; and 
toy chest lids that can cause suffo- 
cation. 

A former CPSC official who is now 
a consultant for the toy industry 
called the conference, “the same press 
conference they have been giving for 
10 years with the exact same pro- 
ducts. Nothing has changed. I can’t 
believe it.” 

The Consumer Affairs Committee 
of Americans for Democratic Action 
wants the CPSC to require toy mak- 
ers to label toys, outlining the risks 
involved for various age groups. 

Ann Brown, an investigator for the 
Consumer Affairs Committee, critic- 
ized the CPSC for too much talk and 
too little action.

I am a long-time supercross fan 
and motocross racer and I think 
supercross is a great sport and it 
deserves a lot of recognition but doesn’t 
get it. It doesn’t get it because the 
news media outside the motorcycle 
industry doesn’t take it seriously as a 
sport. Why should they? 

The ads run on TV and on the 
radio for the November 9 supercross 
were a joke. The announcer sounded 
like something out of the Exorcist, and 
the constant heavy metal music in the 
background made it sound crazed. 
The racing footage was the same stuff 
we'd seen for a couple of years high- 
lighting mostly crashes. This is the 
same announcer who does the mud 
bogs and tractor pulls. I think a lot of 
people put supercross in the same 
league as mud bogs and track pulls 
anyway and I don’t think having the 
same type of ad helps supercross as a 
sport at all. 

Something else that hurts. super- 
cross is that every rider in the top 20 
seems to get a nickname that sticks 
for the rest of his career. The top 20 
European riders don’t have nicknames 
but I’m sure Larry Huffman is work- 
ing on the list. Larry is a good 
announcer and has done a lot for the 
sport but he doesn’t need to give every 
rider a nickname. 

I didn’t go to the Rodil Cup race at 
the Coliseum because of a couple of 
bad experiences I had at the Super- 
bowl of Motocross and the supercross 
finals earlier this year. They both 
involved people who took too many 
drugs or drank too much beer. I took 
two people who have never been toa 
supercross and I don’t think they will 
want to go to another one. This is the 
first supercross I’ve missed this year 
and I think it’s a shame. 

Supercross should be a major sport 
in the United States but instead it’s 
something that blows into town a 
couple of times a year, gets a little 
attention and fades away until next 
year. The only people who can change 
this is Pace Management, the promo- 
ter. I hope one day supercross will 
survive as a sport and nota spectacle.

I am the father of two MX racers 
(10 and 14 years old) who look up to 
the Ron Lechiens of MX as role mod- 
els. I also use these top stars and ath- 
letes as examples to my boys in our 
training, practice, and dedication for 
their MX future. Not only has Ron 
been a hypocrite to himself but he has 
made my teachings hypocritical. 

I feel more MX people need to 
speak out now about this problem. I 
have written to the Kawasaki and 














Suzuki PR departments in the past 
about unrelated things and never 
received a response. I wonder if they 
will ignore me on this very serious 
matter also?

Husqvarna desert ace 
conquers B-to-V classic

BARSTOW, CA, NOV. 30 


Husqvarna factory rider Dan Smith had to 
shake off a hard fall in a treacherous, un- 
marked rain ditch and cope with a missing 
axle nut late in the race before he could 


claim victory in the 1985 
AMA/D-37 Coors Barstow-to- 
Vegas Hare and Hound, held 
in the Mojave Desert between 
Barstow, California and Sloan, Nev- 


ada. 
The 22-year-old Smith, of Visalia, 


California, rode a brand-new 1986 
Husqvarna 500 Cross Country to vic- 
tory in three hours, 53 minutes, beat- 
ing out Honda’s Chuck Miller, 26, of 
Huntington Beach, California, for 
the overall win. In all, 1170 motorcy- 
clists and ATV pilots competed in 
the race.

“The race went great,” Smith said. 
“The bike (brand new especially for 
Barstow-to-Vegas) worked really 
good. I had no problems. It was a real 
good ride. 

“I was hoping,” Smith said witha 
smile when asked if he ever was cer- 
tain he was going to win. “I had a 
game plan. In the cold (during the 
early portions of the race) it’s easy to 
seize your engine. I got the bike 
through the hard part, where it was 
really cold, and just kind of cruised 
from there.” 

The top five 500cc Expert class 
finishers were rounded out by Hus- 
qvarna-mounted Larry Roeseler of 
San Diego, California,in third place; 
Team Husqvarna’s Scot Harden in 
fourth and Honda-mounted Randy 
Morales in fifth. First 250cc Expert 
finisher Neil Christman (Hon) took 
fifth overall by completing the race 
ahead of Morales. 

Husqvarna’s ace took the lead about 
10 miles from the start and never 
looked back until he lost a rear axle 
nut, just before the third gas stop. 
While he was in the pits making 
repairs, Miller took the lead on his 
660cc, four-stroke Honda. 

Smith, who won Barstow-to-Vegas 
in 1983 and who is currently the 
number one Open Expert rider in 
AMA/D-37's desert division, retook 
the lead about six miles after the third 
gas stop, when Miller bailed off hard 
in a ditch. 

After making sure his Honda-spon- 
sored competitor was not injured 
seriously, Smith retook the lead and 
had an easy time with the course 
until he got off in a similar section of 
ditch about five miles later. The 
washout where Smith crashed, much 
to the dismay of D-37 officials, was 
not marked with danger signs. 

Fortunately, both riders were un- 
hurt, and the pair put the dangerous 
stretches of ditch behind them by dic- 
ing for the lead during the initial 
portions of the course’s last section. 
Smith regained his early advantage 
somewhere during the final few miles 
of the race when Miller slowed due to 
fatigue. 

“T backed off the gas on the last 
loop,” said Miller. “I was getting 
tired and he was on the gas. He was a 
little bit in front of me.” 

A spokesman for D-37 said Smith's 
margin of victory was estimated by 
those present at the finish line as 
about 12 minutes, but the margin is 
uncertain since officials had no time- 
keepers working the race — only 
Smith’s winning time was recorded. 

“The course was really good,” 
Smith said after the 178-mile race. 
“There were no really tough spots. 
They (District 37) put on a good, 
demanding race.” 

“Other than the ditch, I thought it 








was a real good course,” Miller said 
when it was all over. “The first half 
was fast and there was no dust, (thanks 
to rain the night before, the course 
not only was dustless but also offered 
plenty of traction). The second half 
was tough. I commend them. When 
you go from Barstow-to-Vegas, you 
can’t expect all roads. 

“At the start, Dan and I were run- 
ning fifth and sixth,” said the rider 
for American Honda. “I followed 
him and we passed everyone. Just 
before pit three, Dan lost his axle nut 
and I went by. 

“About six or seven miles later I 
fell off — hard! I got up and Dan 
pulled up beside me,” said Miller. 
“He was asking me if I was alright. I 
think that was a great display of 
sportsmanship on his part.” 

Miller had nothing but praise for 
his big, four-stroke Honda. “The 
thing ran perfectly,” he said. “I want 
to say thanks to my mechanic, Phil 
McDonald. The Michelin tires gave 
me no flats. They’re definitely the 
thing of the future.” 

Miller’s Honda sported Michelin's 
new desert tires, the model with no 
valve stems where rims are mounted 
with a combination tire and foam 
liner called a Bib Mousse, which 
replaces inner tubes. 

“Tlost my front brake,” said Miller, 
who is employed as an ATC race 
mechanic for American Honda. 
“Sometimes I would go for it and 
have no brakes; sometimes they were 
there. I think I had air bubbles in the 
line.” 

While Smith and Miller were out 
front fighting for all the glory, the 
28-year-old Roeseler was fighting 
against time. He was pushing hard 
on his Husqvarna 510 Cross Country 
four-stroke, trying to make up the 
precious minutes lost while suffering 
a bad start. 

“I didn’t get a real good start,” he 
said. “I never crashed, but at the first 
gas I had to stop and fix a crankcase 
breather tube that was spewing oil 
and making a mess. I fixed the line, 
but it was still leaking a little, so I left 
it alone and tried catching up. 

“You have to make up time once 
you've lost itat the beginning,” Roe- 
seler said. ‘I'ma lot better in the tight 
stuff — the enduro-type stuff. When 
the course gets tight I can really pass 
guys. The fast stuff is not that chal- 
lenging.” 

Roeseler, the factory Husqvarna 
rider who recently claimed a gold 
medal in the 1985 ISDE in Spain, put 
his enduro skills to good use in the 
rough terrain between the second and 
third gas stops, and he passed several 
riders to move from seventh place to 
third place during the last 60 miles of 
the course. 

Why did Roeseler challenge the 
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Open Expert Chuck Miller de- 
scribes his second-overall finish. 





Barstow-to-Vegas run on a four- 
stroke? 

“The weights on four-strokes are 
getting lighter and they get more 
mileage than a two-stroke,” said 
Roeseler, who won his ISDE medal 
on a Husqvarna four-stroke. “Tve 
been riding four-strokes a lot, and I 
will be riding them a lot in 1986. 

“The race was won on a Husq- 
varna,” he said at the Nevada finish 
line. “Even finishing third is a good 
showing for me and the bike. Randy 
(Morales) finished fifth on 'a Honda, 
so three of the top five riders were on 
Husqvarnas.” 

Harden, 29, the final member of 
Husqvarna’s top-finishing trio, is a 
district sales manager and contracted 
racer for the Swedish motorcycle com- 
pany. He finished second overall at 
last year’s Barstow-to-Vegas compe- 
tition, and claimed first overall in 
this year’s Baja 500. 

“Thad a real good ride — no prob- 
lems,” said Harden after the race. “I 
had a chain guide come off and I had 
to stop and fix that. I never saw Dan 
Smith, but I was third or fourth most 
of the way. 

“The race was pretty fast the first 
half and pretty rough the second 
half,” Harden said. “The last 60 
miles were the toughest of the race. 
The last 43 miles were very physically 
demanding — that’s when the best- 
conditioned riders came to the front.” 

Harden is becoming a fixture at 
District 37’s annual Barstow-to-Vegas 
classic. In addition to this season’s 
race, he ran Barstow-to-Vegas in 1972, 
1973, 1974, and 1984. Will he be back 
next year? 

“Oh yeah,” he said with a smile. 
“You bet. I’ve always been in the top 
four overall in this race, and I’ve fin- 
ished it every year I’ve ridden it.” 

Morales, the 21-year-old rider who 
took fifth in the 500cc Expert class, 
said he was lucky to finish the race 
after taking a tumble in the unmarked 
rain ditch. 

“I got a bad start and was running 
about 50th at the bomb,” Morales 
said. “I moved up to third, but a 
waterline came off and I dropped to 
sixth. 

“Then I got off hard in a ditch 
—the same ditch Dan Smith got off 
in. At least I was able to keep run- 
ning. Brett Howell got off in the 
same ditch — he got off hard — and 
they took him to the hospital,” 
Morales said. 

Morales seemed lethargic after the 
race, anda large red bump had formed 
on his forehead, testimony to the 
impact of his crash. He said the 
impact did not render him uncons- 
cious, but added he was down at least 
two minutes. 

“It was after pit three at State 

| Line,” Morales said. “We were run-

ning in rolling terrain, parallel to 
Highway 15. The terrain leveled out 
where you could open it up and go 
faster, then, all of a sudden, there was 
a 10 to 12-foot ditch. I launched into 
the air, closed my eyes, and hit the 
other side. I was down for two min- 
utes then I looked up and asked 
myself, ‘is this marked?’ It wasn’t 
marked. I was chasing Roeseler. Roe- 
seler made it, I didn’t. I could have 
thought of better ways to get to 
Vegas.” 

Most of the Barstow-to-Vegas rid- 
ers, including the top finishers, would 
have preferred to bypass the unmarked 
washout. 

“I crashed once,” Smith said. “I hit 
abouta 15-foot rain ditch that wasn’t 
marked. I tried to jump it, but I didn’t 
make it. When I hit the other side I 
think it tried to spitme to the moon.” 

“Tt was a total washout where Dan 
bailed,” said Miller. “A lot of folks 
felt there should have been danger 
markers. I kind of wished they would 
have marked that one — three guys 
wouldn’t have got off. But I guess 
they can’t mark the whole course. 

“No one rode the course before we 
went through,” Miller added. 

“You just got going up to speed, 
then there was the ditch,” said Mike 
French, a 19-year-old 125cc Novice 
from Los Angeles. 

“It had vertical sides; they were 
straight up and down,” he said. “It 
was about four-feet deep, I think. 
You can’t mark everything, but that 
ditch sure wasn’t marked very good.” 

French made his comments while 
resting ina lawn chair near the finish 
line. His left foot was propped up 
and enclosed in a makeshift cast. He 
said he thought he hada broken arch. 

Several riders who went down in 
the unmarked washout complained 
to District 37 officials, and at least 
two other riders were injured in the 
ditch. 

“Where Dan went down was sup- 
posed to be well-marked,” said D-37 
president Joe Bilotta. 

“We had pre-riders out this morn- 
ing who said it was marked. We had 
up six stakes with three orange day- 
glo markers on each stake. There was 
no way Dan could have missed those. 
It appears as if someone came down 
Highway 161, walked down the course 
and pulled the danger markers off 
deliberately. We know they were there 
because the whole course was ridden 
early this morning.” 

Bilotta said he was aware of three 
serious injuries resulting from crashes 
in the ditch. He verified one rider 
suffered a fractured femur; another 
broke his clavicle; and a third suf- 
fered a broken arch. 

“For someone to do this deliber- 
ately is bizarre,” Bilotta said. “The 
wind did not blow those stakes down.”

Bilotta placed the location of the 
unmarked washout as one mile south 
of Highway 161, near check 12. Check 
12 was located in Nevada, near the 
Jean and Goodsprings offramp on 
I-15. 

The top riders in the 250cc Expert 
class included winner Christman, 
second place finisher Phil Gorgone, 
25, of Hacienda Heights, California, 
and third place finisher Sean Brad- 
ley, 15, of Ridgecrest, California. 

The top 250cc trio diced with Roe- 
seler during portions of the course, 
and each of the three 250cc Experts 
managed to finish in the top 10, 
overall. 

Gorgone said he was running about 
15th at the start of the race with only 
Christman and Open class bikes in 
front of him. After taking it easy 
through the opening loop (a sandy 
area where Gorgone seized his engine 
in the 1984 Barstow-to-Vegas race), 
he was approximately four minutes 


behind Christman.» «+» «> + TEL 








“I didn’t know what I was run- 
ning,” he said, “but I figured it was 
in the top three. I never saw Christ- 
man.” 

Gorgone was saved from the un- 
marked ditch by an injured rider who 
waved him down as he approached 
the washout. 

“It was just past gas three,” he said. 
“A guy crashed there in front of me 
and broke his collarbone. He was 
from the Viewfinders (M.C.) and he 
was waving me down. It was a nasty 
ditch. I guess the danger markers 
blew down or someone knocked them 
down. Overall the course was marked 
fantastic.” 

Bradley lost second place in the 
250cc Expert class to Gorgone when 
he was forced to repair a flat tire right 
after the third gas stop. A few miles 
after the stop, he, too, was warned of 
the unmarked washout by a downed 
rider. 

“A guy on a CR500 bailed there

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500B2 Kawasaki : 
vs. CR500R Honda vs. YZ490S Yamaha 
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The battle of the 
heavyweights

Here they are, three of Japan’s finest and 
latest big-bore motocrossers: the 1986 
KX500B2 Kawasaki, the 1986 CR500R Honda 
and the 1986 YZ490S Yamaha. The big ques- 


tion is, which one is the finest? 
Is it the reigning champ, the 
slightly refined CR500 Honda? 
Or is it the KX500 Kawasaki 


with its front and rear disc brakes and 
a new power valve? Or is it the most- 
changed, but still air-cooled, YZ490 
Yamaha? 

There can be noeasy winner in this 
heavyweight bout, that’s for sure, but 
there 7s a winner, nonetheless. 


Technical 

Honda: The 1985 CR Honda was 
the king of the class with its powerful 
motor and decent suspension, so it’s 
not surprising that the Honda is the 
least changed of the three. Much 





even easier to ride than the 85 Honda, 
because many Honda owners felt the 
throttle response was a little too ex- 
plosive. To alleyiate that problem, 
the ignition coil, timing and cylinder 
head were altered. The ignition now 
provides a stronger and a longer 
duration spark, while the new cylinder 
head’s larger combustion chamber 
lowers the compression, a change 
which also makes the bike easier to 
start. The piston has a new profile.to 
reduce excessive rocking against the 
cylinder walls for added durability. 
And to reduce weight, the twin radia- 
tors have two water cores instead of 
three. 

The exhaust pipe has the same

able aluminum silencer is now 
mounted to the frame in two places 
instead of one. Carburetion is handled 
by a38mm flat-slide Keihin that feeds 
into a reed-valve induction chamber, 
and breathes through a larger airbox 
and foam filter. 

The five-speed internal transmis- 
sion ratios are unchanged but the 
countershaft sprocket has one more 
tooth. The shifting fork and dogs are 
redesigned for added strength, while 
the mainshaft, clutch collars, shift 
spindle and kickstarter idler gear are 
made lighter. The wet, multi-plate 
clutch is basically the same except for 
the lifter arm being shaped differ- 
ently to achieve a lighter feel on the 
clutch lever. 

The 1986 frame has the same di- 
mensions as the '85 CR, but some of 
the stress points are beefed up. Front 
and rear suspension is revamped with 
most of the attention going to the 
forks. The Showa-made, air-adjust- 
able, 43mm forks are almost exact 
replicas of the ones used on the works 
bikes, which have the new cartridge- 
type damper assembly. The whole 
damper assembly works inside a car- 
tridge, out of reach from air bubbles 
that form outside the cartridge when 
the fork is hard at work. The primary 
advantage of this system is to main- 
tain constant damping action. Front 
wheel travel is 12.0 inches. Blue fork 
boots protect the stanchion tubes. 

The Pro-Link, single-Showa-shock 
rear suspension is refined for more 
progressive action by shortening the 
length of the bottom link and modi- 
fying internal damping valving. The 
shock is still fully adjustable with 18 
external compression damping and 
21 external rebound damping adjust- 
ments. The box-aluminum swingarm 
now pivots on needle bearings instead 
of bushings. Rear wheel travel is 13.0 
inches. 

A common problem that plagued 
many '85 CR500 owners was explod- 
ing rear wheel bearings on the drive 
side. To cure this problem, Honda 
added two bearings to this side as 
well as having one on the other. The 
new hub also allows the use of 3mm 
wider brake shoes for stronger brak- 
ing power. 

Other changes include different 
drill patterns in the front disc brake 
to reduce weight, gold-anodized rims, 
rubber-mounted handlebars, Bridge- 
stone M-26 and M-24 tires, and a 
slimmer gas tank and seat. The whole 
package weighs an actual 248.5 
pounds wet. 
maha: Of the three bikes, the 





YZ490S is the most changed, inter- 
nally and cosmetically. The biggest 
change to the ’86 YZ is the switch 
from a four-speed to a five-speed 
transmission with fifth gear having 
the same gear ratio as last year’s 
fourth gear. The pull lever on the 
clutch rod is extended to make clutch 
lever pull lighter. 

The air-cooled, 487cc engine re- 
ceived a few changes. The left-side 
scavenging port was reshaped for two 
reasons: to give the Yamaha better 
punch at midrange, and to improve 
reliability. The way the left-side scav- 
enging port was shaped in the 1985 
model, there was a weak point at the 
bottom of the cylinder where it mated 
with the engine cases. The cylinder 
wall was too thin and would crack; 
the reshaped scavenging port allows 
the use of thicker walls (5mm from 
3mm), eliminating cracking prob- 
lems. 

Bore and stroke remains unchanged 
at 87x82mm; the 6.9:1 compression 
ratio and 40mm round-slide Mikuni 
carburetor are also held over un- 
changed, although jetting was 
changed slightly. The carburetor feeds 
intoa fully-reeded induction chamber, 
but the material of the reeds have 
been changed to improve throttle 
response. The reeds are now made 
out of resin instead of steel. 

The airbox is reshaped to improve 
air flow and has been redesigned for 
easier maintenance. 

Suspension on the Yamaha went 
through major changes, mainly in 
the rear. An Ohlins shock with the 
Brake Actuated Suspension System 
(B.A.S.S.) is used, but instead of work- ` 
ing on linkages above the swingarm, 
the shock now runs through the 
swingarm and connects to the link- 
ages underneath. To accommodate 
this new suspension system, the frame 
is completely redesigned; changes in- 
clude the headpipe being lengthened 
10mm and the area around the swing- 
arm pivot made stronger. 

The air-adjustable, 43mm Kayaba 
fork offers 11.6 inches of wheel travel, 
as well as external compression 
damping adjustments. A super-hard 
coating of Alumite is used in the fork 
sliders to keep the oil from getting 
contaminated by metal particles that 
usually wear off the sliders under use. 
Alumite’s other advantage is that it 
also reduces stiction. 

The new Yamaha also features a 
smaller front disc brake with improved 
pads, a smaller hub, gold-anodized 
aluminum rims, M-22 and M-23 
Bridgestone tires, Z-spokes, a much- 
narrower fuel tank with 2.6-gallon 
capacity and a lower center of grav- 
ity, new waffle-pattern grips, and 
new side panels and graphics. 

Kawasaki: The new KX500 Kawa- 
saki features two major additions, the 
Kawasaki Integraded Powervalve Sys- 
tem (K.I.P.S.), and a rear disc brake, 
which replaces the standard drum/ 
shoe set up. The K.I.P.S. is the first 
(and only) power-valve system offered 
ona production big-bore motocrosser, 
and is designed to give the KX strong 
low end without sacrificing power at 
high rpm. Since the KX now has 
K.I.P.S., the boost bottle used last 
year is now history, leaving only the 
Yamaha with a boost bottle. Like the 
Honda, the Kawasaki is water-cooled, 
with two separate radiators mounted 
in front of the gas tank. The two- 
stroke motor maintains its square 
bore and stroke configuration at 
86x86mm, 499cc actual displacement 
and 40mm round-slide Mikuni car- 
buretor, but the compression ratio 
was bumped up to 8.0:1 from 7.9:1. 
The only other change inside the 
motor is the eight-petal (formerly 
six) reed valve, which now has car- 
bon fiber petals.

Intake System (F.A.1.S.), where the 
air intake chamber is located under- 
neath the gas tank, routing cleaner 
air to the airbox. 

The silver-painted, high-tensile- 
steel frame is all new, and delivers a 
more forward seating position. It still 
uses a single front downtube that 
splits into a double cradle where the 
exhaust head pipe mates to the center- 
port cylinder. The rear Uni-Trak 
suspension system still uses an adjust- 
able strut (which Kawasaki recom- 
mends not be adjusted) with a rocker 
arm. (That's unlike the KX125, which 
no longer uses the strut.) The Kayaba 
rear shock has 22 rebound adjust- 
ment “‘clicks,” four high-speed and 
14 low-speed adjustments (all exter- 
nal); that’s the same as last year’s 
model. Travel is 12.8 inches. 

Unlike the rear suspension, the 








front 43mm Kayaba forks have a new 
feature, the Travel Control Valve 
(TCV). To make damping action 
more smooth and progressive, the 
TCV increases damping as the fork 
compresses. Front wheel travel is 11.8 
inches. The air-adjustable fork has 
three external preload and 14 com- 
pression damping settings. 

The hydraulic rear disc brake is 
new for '86 with the caliper mounted 
solidly to the top of the swingarm. 
The master cylinder reservoir is 
mounted to the frame directly above 
the brake pedal, out of harm’s way. 

Other new features include reshaped 
fenders, a rebuildable aluminum si- 
lencer, a lighter flywheel anda strong- 
er chain guide.

cold, or two when the engine is hot. It 
takes the Yamaha a long time to 
warm up and reach operating temper- 
ature, and in the meantime, the 
Yamaha is prone to fouling spark 
plugs — we had that problem twice. 





Vibration, which has been a problem 
with the Yamaha in the past, is 
remarkably reduced. Engine noise is 
much more intense compared to the 
Kawasaki and Honda, since the 
Yamaha has cooling fins on the cylin- 
der; the water-coolers, of course, don’t. 

The Honda is still hard to start, hot 
or cold. The kickstarter must be at the 
very top of the stroke before the rider 
kicks, or else the most the rider will 
get from the engine is a pop. The 
kickstart lever is awkward to use and 
a foot smashed on the footpeg is not 
uncommon. Once fired, the Honda 
produces a healthy, low, crisp tone 
compared to the Yamaha’s ratty note. 
Of the three motorcycles, the Honda 
has the least vibration. 

Starting the Kawasaki is also diffi- 
cult, but at least the kickstarter has a 
better design than the kickstarter on 
the Honda; it’s more like the Yama- 
ha’s kickstarter. However, it takes 
every ounce of the rider’s weight on 
the kickstarter to crank the engine 
over. To reduce that problem, Kawa- 
saki suggests using two head gaskets 
to lower the compression, making it 
easier to start at the expense of a horse- 
power or two. The KX sounds simi- 
lar to the Honda, and has more vibra- 
tion; the KX still vibrates less than 
the Yamaha. 

Without a doubt, the Kawasaki is 
the horsepower king of the three, and 
that’s evident the first time the throt- 
tle is twisted. The KX hits very hard 
down low, much harder than the 
Yamaha, and slightly stronger than 
the Honda. At midrange, the Kawa- 
saki flattens out a bit, then picks up 
again on top. The Kawasaki's power- 
band is similar to last year’s but hits 
harder off the bottom and has a bit 
more grunt in the middle. 

The Honda's powerband is much 
smoother than with last year’s CR, 
but the bike hasn’t lost any horse- 
power. It still has excellent power off 
the bottom but doesn’t have that 
explosiveness that many CR owners 
complained about last year; instead, 
the Honda comes on strong down 
low and pulls progressively harder 
and harder until topped out in fifth 
gear. The powerband is very easy to 
manage and very forgiving. 

The Yamaha, on the other hand, 
doesn’t have nearly as much power 
off the bottom as the Kawasaki or the 
Honda, but holds its own with strong 
midrange and top end. There is no 
burst of power when the throttle is 
twisted, but you do get a smooth, 
gradual supply of power that makes 
the Yamaha easy to ride. The YZ 
comes jetted a little on the rich side 
and sputters a bit at midrange, while 
the Honda and Kawasaki are jetted 
spot on. We fouled spark plugs on 
the Kawasaki and Yamaha, never on 
the Honda. 


Low er end 





When it comes to second- and 
third-gear roll-on drag races, the 
Kawasaki proves it's the horsepower 
king; only the Honda gave the Kawa- 
saki a run for its money, with both 
bikes coming on the pipe nearly 
dead-even. When the power did come 
on, the Kawasaki would jump to a 
one-bikelength lead by the time both 


bikes reached fourth gear. From then , 


on, the two bikes ran evenly. The key 
to success on the Kawasaki is to keep 
plenty of weight over the handlebars 
so the front end stays close to the 
ground. The Honda has the same 
problem but is less drastic. 

The Kawasaki ran away and hid 
from the Yamaha every time. The 
duel wasn’t even close off the bottom; 
the Kawasaki would come on the 
pipe a shade quicker, then pull away 
to about two bikelengths before the 
Yamaha maintained even ground by 
fourth gear. Tapped out in fifth gear, 
the two ran nearly even. 

The Yamaha/Honda drag was the 
closest match-up of the three. The 
Honda clearly has more punch off 
the bottom, but the Yamaha would 
noticeably gain on the CR in fourth 
gear, then trail the Honda by a wheel 
length the remaining way. There 
were times the Yamaha did beat the 
Honda, but that was because the 
Yamaha is more predictable off the 
bottom and the rider doesn’t have to 
worry so much about the front end 
rising and having to back off the 
throttle, which had to be done on the 
Honda a few times, causing it to lose 
a drag by half a bikelength. 

Despite having the most power of 
the bunch, the KX is by far the hard- 
est to ride. Since the power is so 
explosive off the bottom, the Kawa- 
saki is sometimes hard to keep under 
control coming out of the turns, or 
through tight and technical sections. 
As soon as the throttle is applied, the 
Kawasaki reacts instantly with a 
healthy dose of power put to the rear 
wheel, causing the front wheel to rise 
almost every time. This makes the 
KX hard to control and to keep on 
line, and in dry and hard-packed 
conditions, the back end gets really 
squirrely. Much of this has to do with 
the gear ratios. On dry, slick and 
hard-packed tracks, first gear is next 
to useless, because it is way too low, 
while second is too tall. If first gear is 
used, throttle control is very critical 
— a little too much throttle and the 
back end shoots out to the side as the 
rear tire spins. Second gear is so tall 
that the motor has a hard time pull- 
ing at slow speeds. If there is plenty of 
traction, the problem is non-existent. 
First gear becomes usable if needed. 

Even though the Honda puts out 
almost as much power as the Kawa- 
saki, the CR is much easier to ride 
with or without traction, and the 
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The KX is best for Intermediate / Expert riders because of its brute power- 
band and long suspension. In the right hands; the KX is very potent. 





gear ratios are more in tune with the 
motor, making quick getaways a 
breeze in the turns. 

The Yamaha is very deceiving be- 
cause of its very smooth powerband. 
On the track, the YZ feels slow because 
the motor isn’t a revver and lacks that 
explosive burst of power off the bot- 
tom. Instead, the Yamaha hooks up 
better than the Kawasaki and Honda 
by not wasting time spinning the rear 
wheel. What’s really nice about the 
YZ is that it is very hard to stall the 
motor, which means the clutch hardly 
ever has to be used; the bike can be 
motored through the turns much eas- 
ier. The Kawasaki, on the other hand, 
is very hard not to stall, so the rider 
always has to keep at least a finger on 
the clutch lever at all times in tight 
turns. Stalling the motor on the Hon- 
da was much less frequent than the 
Kawasaki. 

All three bikes have adequate sus- 
pension, but the Yamaha and Honda 
are the most improved. Even though 
last year’s rear suspension on the 
Yamaha wasn’t bad, it couldn’t match

the suspension on the Kawasaki or 
the Honda. This year, however, the 
Yamaha has matched and slightly 
exceeded the Honda and Kawasaki. 
Unlike big-bore Yamahas of the past, 
the ’86 YZ comes out of the crate set 
up a little on the stiff side, which 
would satisfy riders around 180 
pounds. Anything under that, the 
Yamaha will beat the rider to exhaus- 
tion ina long moto. To soften up the 
Yamaha’s forks, we changed the stock 
15w oil to 10w, used 10mm less oil in 
each leg, backed the compression 
damping valve to the softest setting 
and cut the preload spacer down 
2mm. In the rear, we went toa lighter 
spring and reduced the compression 
damping from stock by two clicks. 
These modifications made all the dif- 
ference in the world fora rider around 
160 pounds. Both front and rear sus- 
pension on the Yamaha is very good 
— the back end never kicked or 
swapped to the sides, but we could 
never quite get rid of a harshness over 
the small, squared-off bumps. None- 
theless, the Yamaha maintains

straight lines and feels very stable 
over all kinds of terrain. 

The Honda has the smoothest sus- 
pension of the bunch right out of the 
crate and is much improved over the 
85 CR. After breaking in the suspen- 
sion in stock form, we reduced the 
preload on the shock to 95mm of sag 
and softened up the compression 
damping by a couple of clicks. On 
the forks, we backed the compression 
damping all the way out, then went 
back in (which Honda recommends) 
two clicks — that was it. Overall, this 
made the Honda smoother over the 
small bumps compared to the Kawa- 
saki and Yamaha, while maintaining 
enough damping and preload to ab- 
sorb the big stuff with minimal bot- 
toming. Compared to last year’s CR, 
the ’86 is much more stable and 
doesn’t swap nearly as much. 

Right out of the crate, the suspen- 
sion on the Kawasaki is race ready for 
a 170-pound rider. Even for a lighter 
rider, the KX does the trick. The ride 
over the small bumps is still a little 
rough, similar to the Yamaha’s, but 
the Kawasaki is the most stable over 
huge, rolling-type whoops compared 
to the Honda and Yamaha. The forks 
were a little twitchy and shook over 
the little bumps when backing off the 
throttle, but shined over the rough 
stuff. The Kawasaki’s suspension 
works best when pushed to the limit 
and the bike likes to be ridden hard 
and fast. This bike can’t be ridden 
slowly. 

When it comes to overall handling, 
including rider comfort, turning, 
braking, jumping and basic throw- 
ing around, the Honda easily takes 
the cake. The Honda is by far the 
most comfortable bike to ride, thanks

to its slimmer gas tank, comfortable 
handlebars, excellent controls (grips 
and levers) and good footpeg place- 
ment. The Honda feels lighter than 
the Yamaha and Kawasaki when 
thrown around in the turns and over 
rough terrain, while the Yamaha 
feels the heaviest. The tallest bike of 
the bunch is the Kawasaki and it feels 
that way on the track. 

All these bikes turn quite well, but 
the Yamaha turns the best. It goes 
exactly where it is pointed and doesn’t 
have the tendency to rise up too soon 
like the Kawasaki sometimes does. 
Another reason why the Yamaha does 
so well in the turns is because the 
rider never has to worry about stall- 
ing the engine. No matter how tight 
the turn is, the rider can leave the 
clutch alone and idle through a turn 
if he has to, while the rider on the 
Kawasaki has to use the clutch and 
coast through. 

Slowing down for the turns was 
easiest on the Honda. A strong front 
brake and a powerful-but-controllable 
rear brings the Honda down from 
speed in a hurry and smoothly. The 
Yamaha has the strongest front brake 
of the three, but the rear was the 
weakest. The Kawasaki’s dual disc 
brakes left us with mixed feelings. 
Although the front disc worked fine, 
the rear gave us headaches on some 
tracks, while leaving us pleased on 
others. The rear brake is very strong, 
too strong on dry, hard-packed or 
sandy tracks; combined with a light 
flywheel, we had constant problems 
with stalling the Kawasaki. On a 
sandy track, the rider has to com- 
pletely forget about using the rear 
and rely solely on the front; that's 
almost the case on dry, hard-packed 

























ground. If there was good traction, 
the problem disappeared and the 
whole system worked excellently. 

Lap times almost always favored 
the Honda on any kind of track. Of 
the three bikes, the Honda was always 
the easiest to ride, especially on hard- 
packed, dry-ground tracks, because 
the CR has such smooth power deliv- 
ery and tracks very well. We took lap 
times on a hard, dry course with 
high-speed straights, many turns and 
small-but-bone-jarring bumps, and 
the Honda averaged almost two sec- 
onds a lap faster than the Kawasaki 
and just under three seconds over the 
Yamaha. 

Moving to an extremely technical 
track that featured lots of sand, berms, 
tight first-gear sections, wide-open 
parts, hard-packed ground, whoops 
and excellent traction, the Honda 
and Yamaha were the fastest. On this 
type of track, the key to quick lap times 
was making the fewest mistakes. Here 
is where our tester and Beginner/ 
Novice-level rider both preferred the 
Honda, and lap times backed up that 
preference, Even though our test pilot 
felt more comfortable on the Honda, 
his best single lap time was on the 
Yamaha, 1:58.12 to 1:58.92, while 
average lap times were nearly identi- 
cal, 2:00.40 on the Honda and 2:00.38 
on the Yamaha; his best time on the 
Kawasaki was 2:01.85 with a 2:02.27 
average. The Beginner/Novice rid- 
er’s best single lap time was 2:09.17 
on the Honda with a 2:12.28 average; 
he was second-fastest on the Yamaha 
with his best being 2:12.25 and his 
average being 2:14.54. On the Kawa- 
saki, the Beginner/Novice rider hada 
miserable time due to the explosive 
power and touchy rear brake. His

best time was 2:17.56, with an average 
of 2:20.27. 

Both riders felt the Honda was the 
easiest to ride and more forgiving 
than either the Kawasaki and Yamaha. 
Both riders would be much happier 
on the Honda at the end of a long 
moto. The Kawasaki is strictly an 
Intermediate/Pro-level motocrosser, 
because it can’t be ridden slowly; the 
Kawasaki works against a less-skillful 
rider and is quite a handful. 

All three of these Open-class moto- 
crossers from Japan are excellent mo- 
torcycles and are capable at winning 
in any class, but the Honda is the 
most capable and will please a wider 
variety of riders with its smooth but 
powerful motor, good suspension, pre- 
cise handling and first-rate craftsman- 
ship. A Novice rider won’t have any 
problems managing the Honda around 
the race track and will be able to enjoy 
this motorcycle on the trail. The Inter- 
mediate/Expert rider will benefit from ~- 
the Honda’s potent motor and suspen- 
sion. 

The Kawasaki, on the other hand, 
will please a smaller group of riders 
— mainly the Intermediates and Ex- 
perts. The Kawasaki works best when 
its ridden hard and pushed to its 
limit; when it is, the KX is going to be 
tough to beat. 

Like the Honda, the Yamaha will 
please everybody from Open Beginner 
all the way up to the Open Expert- 
level rider. But the Yamaha isn’t as 
smooth as the Honda in many ways 
— the suspension is too harsh right 
out of the crate; jetting isn’t as clean; . 
it vibrates more, and the YZ isn’t as 
comfortable. But, the Yamaha is much 
improved over last year’s with its 
smooth powerband, five-speed trans- 
mission, good suspension and excel- 
lent turning abilities.

Motorcycles still 
excluded from carpool 


lanes

LONG BEACH, CA., DEC. 5 


Using a loophole in federal law, the Cali- 
fornia Department of Transportation (Cal- 
trans) has elected to exclude motorcycles 
from a test of carpool lanes now underway in 


southern California on a 12- 

mile stretch of Freeway 55, be- 

tween Routes 405 and 91. 
Even though a 1982 federal 


statute ordered states to open HOV 
(high-occupant-vehicle, or carpool) 
lanes to motorcycles, Caltrans offi- 
cials claim the inclusion of motorcy- 
cles in Freeway 55 carpool lanes dur- 
ing testing would create a safèty haz- 
ard. On the premise of protecting 
public safety, Caltrans acquired a 
permit from the the Federal Highway 
Administration to exclude motorcy- 
cles from Freeway 55 HOV lanes dur- 
ing the one-year testing portion of 
the project. 

Caltrans officials repeatedly told 
Cycle News that excluding motorcy- 
cles during the test was done purely 
for reasons of safety and provided 
lengthy rationalizations for the action, 
but state officials failed to provide 
any concrete evidence that it would 
be unsafe to include motorcycles in 
the test. 

“The rationale for the request, dur- 
ing the demonstration phase of the 
project, was to give us a chance to 
evaluate the use of carpools in gen- 
eral,” said Caltrans Senior Engineer 
Chuck Boyer. “We did not want 
motorcycles in the lanes. It’s Caltrans 
position that motorcycles in HOV 
lanes are unsafe, relative to the 55 
project.” 

Caltrans originally intended to ex- 
clude all motorcycles from HOV lanes 
during the test, but had to back away 
from a total ban when the California 
Highway Patrol refused to cite the 
operators of motorcycles with two 
persons aboard. 

“The original intent of the request 
(to federal authorities) was to exclude 
motorcycles entirely, regardless of the 
number of passengers,” said Boyer. 
“But the CHP said when there are 
two persons on a bike they are not 
going to cite. The CHP says two or 
more persons constitute a carpool 
(regardless of the type of vehicle) and 
they will not cite. 

“We're comfortable with that,” 
Boyer said. “It has to do with the 
definition of a carpool — there is 
consistency in that sense.” 

Joe Mariner, chief of the Caltrans 
Office of Motorcycle Operations, 
painted a grim picture of confused 
internal politics when asked to ex- 
plain why motorcycles have been 
excluded from HOV lanes on state 
freeways. 

“There is a concern on the part of 
some (Caltrans) district managers re- 
garding the safety issue. You have to 
keep in mind that they are looking at 
operational issues and the overall 
cv yerati of HOV lanes,” Mariner 
said 





often disagree on how to handle con- 
troversial issues, even if they receive 
direction from Caltrans headquarters 
in Sacramento. Many times district 
managers are left to make policy 
decisions on their own. In short,.even 
if word came from the top to allow 
motorcycles in HOV lanes on Route 
55, District 7 Caltrans officials could 
conceivably countermand the order 
or delay its implementation for an 
extended period of time. 

“It’s a typical government organiza- 
tion,” said Mariner. “Headquarters 
says it should be done one way and 
the districts disagree. Unless some- 
one else comes in, districts are given 


leeway to manage things as they see ` 


fit.” 

When asked why motorcycles are 
considered unsafe for inclusion in 
HOV lanes, Mariner said, ‘“The spe- 
cific concept is, since motorcycles are 
disproportionately represented in ac- 
cident statistics, to allow motorcycles 
on HOV lanes would degrade the 
safety of HOV lanes. But even though 
the lane might be degraded, overall 
safety would be enhanced because 
you would be getting motorcycles 
out of stop and go traffic.” 

Mariner said it is incredibly easy 
for states to get a federal permit to 
exclude motorcycles from the lanes, 
although federal law insists they be 
included. 

“In the exception clause (of the 
federal law), all they say is, if there is 
a safety concern among public offi- 
cials in a state, that’s all it takes (to 
exclude motorcycles). People around 
here have only to mumble a little bit 
about safety — that’s all it takes.” 

Caltrans officials obtained federal 
permits to exclude motorcycles during 
testing of HOV lanes on both Cali- 
fornia Routes 55 and 91, and were 
issued the permits even though they 
made no promises to open the lanes 
to motorcycles at the end of testing 
periods, according to Mariner. 

He said motorcycles were excluded 
during the one-year testing of an 
HOV lane on State Route 237, located 
near San Jose, and even though the 
test period is complete, motorcycles 
still have not been allowed to use the 
lane. 

“It was opened in October, 1984 
and the facility still is not open to 
motorcycles,” Mariner said. “Tech- 
nically, it should be open. A com- 
mitment was made by Caltrans to 
open the lane to motorcycles after the 
one-year period. It's probably going 
to happen, but it’s probably going to 
have to come at the instigation of 
external influences. I think we will 
be opening it within a few weeks, but 
it’s not going to bea simple task, like 
it should be. 

“You have to remember that the 
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Stop the Rocks

One of the most frustrating experiences a 
motorcyclist can face is the helpless feeling 
of being showered by debris flying from the 
top of a sand and gravel truck. 


Aside from damage to motor- 
cycles and automobiles, the 
traffic hazards caused by riders 
and drivers trying to avoid the 
wake of gravel trucks are a constant 
threat to a motorist’s safety. In an 
attempt to circumvent the shower of 
sand and gravel, swerving vehicles 
are often as hazardous as the spilling 
materials. 

The price tag to repair damages 
caused by airborne debris runs into 
the millions. Over $60 million per 
year is spent by California motorists 
and their insurance companies on 
broken windshield glass alone. This 
figure doesn’t include unreported 
damage to glass and paint left unre- 
paired or paid by the motorists them- 
selves. 

On many of the highways in Cali- 
fornia, rock showers have become a 
way of life. Statistics show that driv- 
ers will complain to the trucking 
company if the damage is severe. 
Most often than not, these complaints 
are met with either denials or excuses. 
If the victim can cite the time, loca- 
tion and the particular truck that 
caused the damage, there is a possi- 
bility that the transport company 
will take responsibility and pay com- 
pensation for the damage. 

Are broken windshields and 
chipped paint facts of life? It would 
seem so. The powerful gravel truck 
lobbyists have successfully killed nu- 
merous attempts for the past 10 years 
to pass a law in California which 
would require covering sand and 
gravel trucks. There are 10 states, 
however, which do have strict load 
covering laws to ensure safety on 
their highways. 


The trucking industry is still deny- 
ing that there is a problem, and 
claims that covering their trucks 
would be too expensive. Of course, 
all the rest of us are now footing the 
bill for their negligence. 

This year, as Chairman of the 





Assembly Transportation Committee, 
I have taken up the fight to “Stop the 
Rock.” I introduced AB2335, which, 
in addition to stiffening the penalties 
for a violation, would require cover- 
ing vehicles transporting sand, gravel 
or similar materials. 

The issue has received more atten- 
tion this year than it has before as 
AB2335 already has passed its first 
two Assembly committees. This has 
raised the expected opposition as the 
aggregate producers and trucking in- 
terests tune up their powerful lobby- 
ing efforts against the bill. 

In support of AB335 are the Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol, Consumer 
Advisory Council, the California State 
Automobile Association, Automobile 
Club of Southern California, Associ- 
ation of California Insurance Com- 
panies, the American Society of Safety 
Engineers, The American Motorcy- 
clist Association, and many automo- 
bile enthusiast organizations. A 
groundswell of support is also devel- 
oping among individuals with a com- 
mon interest in safe highways and 
holding the line.on insurance rates. 

Realizing the growing support for 
AB2335, the sand and gravel industry 
recently issued a press release propos- 
ing to study the problem. The Legis- | 
lature and the trucking industry have 
been studying the problem for 10 
years, and motorists are continuing 
to pay millions of dollars in repair 
bills. 

I need your help and the help of 
every motorist who has had the mis- 
fortune of dealing with the hazards, 
expense and frustration of damage 
caused by uncovered sand and gravel 
trucks. 

In January, AB2335 will come toa 
vote on the Assembly floor. It will be 
the classic battle between a powerful 
Special interest and the public inter- 
est. With your help, we can win.

The Houdini Rule Some

The Big Trick is an 
illusion. If there’s going to be 
any Magic in your season, it will 
have to come from the way 
you ride. What you really need 
from your bike is reliable 
performance. Even a Great 
Machine can’t Make You Win. 
But a not-so-good one can sure 
keep you from winning. 

Don’t look for Magic in 
your bike, look for Good 
Engineering. 


The Grain of Salt Rule About 
the best way to determine how 
a bike will perform this year 

is to look back at how well it did 
last year. But be sure to check 
out how these Past Glories were 
achieved. Was success truly 
earned or did it surrender under 
an assault of heavy money? 
Did it take battalions of the 
world’s best riders and hordes 
of support personnel to deliver 
the goods you're going to 

have to deliver on your own? 
Take each manufacturer’s 
competition budget and

continued divide it into your own. Dilute all 
victory claims by this number. 


The Winds of Change Rule If you can't get reli- 
able results information, or even if you can, take a 
good look at what has been done to the bike since 
last season’s campaign. If the changes are small, 


the manufacturer is probably refining a successful 
machine. If the changes are major, he’s probably 

re-designing a failure. Big New Features are tempt- 
ing, but could blow your season. 
Leave New Technology testing to the factories. 
You're a Privateer, not a pioneer. 


Now that you know the Rules, here’s what you 
should know about Can-Am for 1986: 


When we designed the Rotax * 
Automatic Variable Exhaust 
Valve into our liquid-cooled 
250 MX L/C engine last year, 
what we had in mind was 
producing the fastest way 
around a motocross track.

motorcycle issue, from the depart- 
ment’s standpoint, is one little gnat 
on the back of the elephant,” he said. 

Ted Berg, head of the Caltrans 
ridesharing program, said the inclu- 
sion of motorcycles during the test 
not only would increase traffic con- 
gestion in the lane, but also would 
offer a hazard because motorcycles 
are basically, “an unsafe mode of 
transportation. 

“HOV lanes are seen as a strategy 
to relieve traffic congestion — we're 
not going to be building any more 
freeways,” Berg said. 

“The legislative intent is clearly 
stated in the law,” he said. “The 
intent was to create and economize 
buses and carpool lanes for increased 
vehicle occupancy. When we intro- 
duce motorcycles, what are we doing 
to the bus and carpool program? 

“T feel if you take motorcycles out 
of lane splitting and put them in the 
bus and carpool lane it would be safer 
for the motorcycle,” said Berg. “But 
what does it do to the safety of the 
carpool lane? If you encourage mo- 
torcycle use, what does that do to 
safety? Motorcycles are a more dan- 
gerous mode of travel. We would be 
encouraging people to use a mode of 
travel that is more dangerous. 

“We're starting out restricting mo- 
torcycles from the lanes until it ap- 
pears the lanes will work,”’ said Berg. 
“Then we'll introduce motorcycles 
to the lane, or not, depending on 
what safety hazard will be created, 
thereby.”

“Instead of always talking about 
the hazards of balloons to small child- 
ren, why don’t they talk redesign?” 
she asked. 

The CPSC has issued no regula- 
tions on toy safety in six years, though 
Scanlon said a voluntary standard 
strengthening the safety design of 
mechanical toys will be issued in 
January. He said mandatory stand- 
ards are not necessary because the toy 
industry is cooperative, and added he 
could not advise parents to avoid cer- 
tain toys this Christmas because he is 
notaware of any compelling problem. 

Amendments to the Consumer 
Product Safety Act four years ago 
limit the adoption of mandatory safety 
standards until voluntary standards 
have been tried. e

of five racers will end their motorcy- 
cle career. Most of them will think 
they can make a comeback. I have 
only seen one rider make it back. 
We helped one racer, and to this 
day I believe he could have been 
number one. This kid was 16 years 
old, fast, listened. to coaching,. and 








had total style. He won every race he 
entered. He got into drugs and girls 
and he started to slump. Then prob- 
lems started with sponsors and par- 
ents. We offered to help financially 
and to sponsor him if he could give it 
his all. He could not guarantee 100% 
commitment. After a year, he was 
ready to try again. Well to make a sad 
story short, during his comeback he 
had a few let downs, went back to 
drugs, and quit racing altogether. 

The point of the matter is the best 
riders start out during their teenage 
years. This is a time for goals, heros, 
and discovering. Also discovering 
drugs, girlfriends, boyfriends, party- 
ing, and peer pressure. Motorcycle 
racing is a serious, dangerous, and 
expensive sport. To make number 
one you need total dedication, proper 
nutrition, lots of practice, and train- 
ing. You have to have your wits 
about you. Your body and mind need 
to be in shape with no distractions. 

The factory pros were dedicated to 
racing in the beginning. A few may 
take drugs now, but they are already a 
paid factory rider. All they need todo 
is toot a few lines, and bail big time 
and their whole career can be ruined. 
Inall major sports some drugs, mostly 
cocaine, are involved, but in moto- 
cross you are looking to get hurt if 
you are spaced out while racing. 

No one can tell you not to take 
drugs or to party. The more a parent 
or sponsor says no, the more you will. 
The thing to remember is the people 
putting out time and money to make 
you make it, to make you win. To be 
tired on race day because of the night 
before or to be buzzing around the 
race track, is a let down to the people 
involved who want to see you win. 
Also it can be dangerous on the track. 
One good bail on the track can put 
you out of commission for months, 
then the factory will be watching the 
other guy. 

If you must party, try to stay away 
from drugs. Remember, tomorrow is 
practice or race day. You need people 
who support racing, you, and every- 
thing involved with a racing career. 
You have to be in the best physical 
and mental condition to win. 

A word in closing to anyone 
involved in the motocross sport, 
mechanics, sponsors, riders, etc. 
Motocross costs, and drugs and drink- 
ing can influence whether you or 
your rider can perform at his best. If 
you can’t give your all, then don’t 
waste the time and money of the peo- 
ple around you.

Bradshaw, Thomson 
grab Olympic gold

GAINESVILLE, FL, NOV. 27-DEC. 1 


Damon Bradshaw and Lowell Thomson 
topped a field of nearly 1400 combined rider 
entries from 36 states, Canada and Peru in 
the 14th running of the Winter National 


Olympics at Gatorback Cycle 
Park. In Youth division action, 
Moto-X Fox/Yamaha/Barr’s 
Competition-sponsored Brad- 
shaw earned his second Transworld 
Bronze Boot Award. 

Kawasaki Team Green/JT/DMC- 
supported Thomson was the winner 
of the new Scott USA Golden Goggle 
Award. Thomson, who won his 85cc 
age division last year, made an 


- impressive jump to the Amateur divi- 


a 


sion with only a DNF in the hare 
scrambles event preventing him from 
winning all four events. “Idaho is a 
long way from Florida, but this event 
is worth the trip,” said a happy 
Thompson. 

The Yamaha-sponsored, AMA-sanc- 
tioned event is unique in that it chal- 
lenges riders to demonstrate their 
skill in four different forms of racing: 
stadium motocross, TT, hare scram- 
bles and MX. Champions in each 
division received U.S. Savings Bonds 
and merchandise from Hannah Rac- 
ing Products, Answer, Hi-Point, Scott 
USA, Wiseco, Lancer and Dunlop. 

For this event, SuperSports’ Bill 
West added'a néw combination TT/ 





short track and stadium-style MX 
circuit to his Gatorback facility. “By 
combining all the events at one loca- 
tion,” said West, “riders can set up 
their pit, camp here all week, and 
enjoy our program even more than 
before. I have never received as many 
favorable comments on a change we've 
made in this program since we began 
the Winter Olympics.” 

Yamaha, Kawasaki and KTM were 
on hand to provide technical support 
to their riders. Scott USA, Hi-Point 
Racing, Lancer Leathers, Oakley and 
Dunlop also had representatives at 
the track. 


Stadium Motocross 


A miniature supercross circuit laid 
out by Drew and Kyle Wolfe of Action 
Sports opened the show on Wednes- 
day under ideal warm Florida weather 
which prevailed throughout the five- 
day program. The existing MX start- 
ing gate was used in three of the four 
events, with two new grandstands 
providing 100% visibility of the action 
on two of the circuits. The hard lime 
rock surfaces of the stadium and TT 
tracks held their shape, and presented 
a fast and challenging course with

tabletops and multiple jumps scaled 
down from full-sized supercross 
heights. 

Georgian Ezra Lusk stalked his 
Kawasaki teammate Jeff Dement for 
one full lap before waltzing off with 
the 65cc (7-11) Stock final win. 
Dement’s fellow Texan, Colin 
Edwards, took the 65cc Modified win 
ahead of Dement and Lusk. 

In 85cc (7-11) competition, Cali- 
fornians Dennis Dahlin and Sean 
Thornton won their respective age 
divisions. “We both live near San 
Diego and have a lot of fun traveling 
to races and trying to beat each other,” 
explained Dahlin. Scott Sheak and 
Brett Melton both led the pack before 
Dahlin won the Stock class, but 
American Elevator/Scott-sponsored 
Thornton make it look easy in the 
Modified race. 

Fromer Olympic Champion Jun- 
ior Jackson led both 85cc (12-13) 
events, but crashed on the multiple 
jumps, eventually withdrawing from 
the competition with a jaw injury. 
Kawasaki/Scott/JT-sponsored Hank 
Moree started his 1984 Bronze Boot 
defense with a Stock class win. How- 
ever, 1983 Bronze Boot winner Brad- 
shaw stayed in the point quest, with 
his Barry Black/Randy Bradshaw- 
prepped Yamaha leading the Modi- 
fied class flag-to-flag. Connecticut 
rider Gene Naumec showed that it 
was not going to be an all-Carolina 
show by taking a pair of seconds and 
the 85cc (14-15) overall stadium trophy 
for Team Green. 

Dennis Stephenson, a third San 
Diego charger, earned a win in the 
85cc (14-15) Stock class, leading former 
Olympic class winners John Kitsch 
and Tim Lemire all the way. Ste- 
phenson said, ‘‘Kitsch is fast and I 
wish that we didn’t live across the 
country from each other.” 

Floridian Jay Mann put his Kawa- 
saki ahead of the Modified final, but 
Sean Dukes moved up and won after 
the two staged a super dice. 

Pennsylvania Mike Jones rocketed 
to the head of the 125cc Expert class 
ahead of Brian McElroy, Ronnie 
Tichenor and Mark Melton. Former 
Winter AMA Mini Champion McE]1- 
roy was pressed bar-to-bar by 
Tichenor until the pair touched and 
Tichenor went down, leaving McE]- 
roy all alone to win. “You can’t 
afford a fall in this fast and short 
racing,” said Tichenor, who was the 








only previous two-time Bronze Boot 
winner. Mark Melton and Shaun 
Kalos moved up for the second and 
third place spots. 

Arizona’s Kalos workedon Tommy 
Watts in the 250/500cc Expert bash 
with Melton, Jeff Stanton, Tichenor 
and Mike Morris all in the hunt. 
Honda/Lancer/PJ-1-sponsored Kalos 
passed Watts, but the Kentucky rider 
refused to play dead and the pair put 
on a show before Kalos won. “We 
were as close as you can get without 
hitting each other,” said Kalos. 

“Tt was a lot of fun, but I would’ve 
rather been the winner,” said Watts. 

Californian Mike Craig put his 
John Hunter-tuned Scott/Maxima/ 
Tony Smith-backed Yamaha ahead 
of the 125cc B class, leaving Lowell 
Thomson, Mike Himanek and Andy 
Michner to fight for second. “I just 
switched from the 80cc bikes two 
months ago,” said Craig, “but I race 
with Lowell (Thomson) a lot and 
this is the first time I’ve been able to 
beat him.” 

Thomson romped to an easy win 
in the 250/500cc B division ahead of 
Michner, Eric Rettig and Todd Jones. 
Lowell Thomson Sr., said, “I’m no 
mechanic. Team Green's Jeff Cham- 
bers has been invaluable to us.” 

Pepsi-Cola-sponsored Jon Agin 
needed only one lap to dispose of 
Rich Machniak from the front of the 
125cc Novice parade and led to the 
finish. Todd Adams won the 250/ 
500cc C division, his Yamaha of 
Fayetteville/KS1-backed Yamaha lead- 
ing every lap.

Colin Edwards swept both 65cc (7- 
11) finals on Thanksgiving Day, hav- 
ing his tightest battle with Ezra Lusk 
and Jeff Dement in the Modified 
finals. 

The 85cc (7-11) battle featured an 
east/west duel between New Yorker 
Scott Sheak and Californian Sean 
Thornton. Sheak and his Moto-X 
Fox Kawasaki led Thornton all the 
way to the Stock win, but Thornton 
evened the tally by putting his Hall- 
man Kawasaki inside for the Modi- 
fied win. 

The two Carolina speedsters, Brad- 
shaw and Moree, warred in the 85cc 
(12-13) Stock event. The pair usually 
compete in different age groups, but 
achange in this year’s Olympic “‘birth- 
day” moved the younger Moree up 





one class. Bradshaw finally wedged 
by on lap five to earn a hard-fought 
class. win. 

Michigan’s Brian Swink ruled the 
Modified final as Moree and Brad- 
shaw dropped their machines then 
fought back from the rear. ‘““Hank’s 
wheel kicked over on the start and we 
both went down,” explained Brad- 
shaw, who managed to move up 
behind Tony Toung for third at the 
finish. 

Hi-Point/Barr’s Competition-spon- 
sored Bobby Jay Mann was smooth 
in the 85cc (14-15) races, running 
away with the Stock final win and 
then chasing down Stevie Childress 
to win the Modified division. 

Mark Melton holeshot the 125cc 
Expert final and held it until Mike 
Jones carved a path through the pack 
for the win. Todd Dehoop bumped 
Melton out to earn third. 

Jones found a new challenger in 
the 250/500cc A main, as Michigan's 
Jeff Stanton jammed by on his Hi- 
Point Yamaha. 

Thomson staged an impressive 
double win, passing Mike Himanek 
for the 125cc B winand leading Andy 
Michner all the way to make the 
250/5 00cc class his frosting on the 
cake. “I got a bad start on the 125,” 
said Thomson, ‘‘but I caught 
Himanek and jumped inside him 
on the plateau.”

The six-mile course would turn the 
tide in several of the point races and 
provided the most strenuous physical 
challenge of the five days of racing. 

ISDE rider Kevin Hines, who was 
on hand to support the KTM 80cc 
debut, and compete in the 250/500cc 
class, said after riding the course, “‘It 
was rough, but very fast; like one 
long motocross circuit and it was 
really hard to come back from a poor 
start.” 

In the 65cc (7-11) race, Ezra Lusk 
and Colin Edwards were tied on 
points going into this third competi- 
tion. Edwards, who led every lap in 
the Modified division, elaborated on 
his ride: “I landed wrong once on the 
gas tank. I’m glad I had a good lead 
so I could back off for a bit.” Winner 
Lusk had to hustle to catch Mack 
Vander Beek in the Stock class. 

Scott Sheak closed in the point tally 
on his Team Green Kawasaki team- 
mate Sean Thornton by winning the 
85cc (7-11) Stock class. Sheak said, 
“Brett Melton was ahead of me, but 
he went off in a turn and I got by.” 
Georgian Brock Bullard blitzed the 
course for a Modified win ahead of 
Patrick Slate to stay in the cham- 
pionship point race.

Gatorback’s MX circuit provided 
the stage for the final showdown. 

Lusk and Edwards settled their 
65cc challenge with a wild four motos 
of up-and-down action. Edwards won 
a Stock moto, but Lusk held onto the 
point lead by splitting moto wins 
with Edwards in Modified action. 
“This will be my last race on the 
65s,” explained Edwards, who has 
recently signed a contract with Yam- 
aha to ride 80cc bikes. Lusk’s consist- 
ent riding earned him the 65cc Olym- 
piad Championship and tied for the 
point lead in the Bronze Boot quest. 
` Honda/Hi-Point-sponsored Brett 
Melton had a field day, riding his Ed 
Melton-tuned mount to three 85cc (7- 
11) moto wins and the class MX 
championship. Sean Thornton upset 
Scott Sheak and took the 85cc Olym- 
pic award back to the West Coast. 
Thornton, after collecting his six- 
foot trophy, said, “The Team Green 
guys put a lighter spring in my 
shock. It was just what I needed out 
there today.” 

Brian Swink led one lap of 85cc 
(12-13) Stock competition, but Brad- 
shaw blitzed the field for the win. 

Moree had more bike trouble in the 





Stock class, but took second in the 
Modified event. Bradshaw said, “I 
got hit in the first turn and my throt- 
tle cable was torn. ‘I’m sure glad it 
held together long enough to finish 
the moto.” 

Michigan rider John Van Sickle 
suffered a serious injury in his race 
and required hospitalization. 

Nebraska rider Dennis Stephenson 
topped his 85cc (14-15) rival John 
Kitsch in the first Stock moto and was 
leading the second when a flat tire 
slowed his Kawasaki. “I was hitting 
the ledges and my feet kept coming 
off the pegs,” explained Stephenson. 
Bobby Jay Mann lost ground after a 
pair of good starts in both motos. 
Kitsch slowed his Sharon Kitsch- 
prepped, Barr’s-backed Kawasaki in 
the Modified motos, letting Stephen- 
son have the class win to insure his 
second Olympic class championship. 

Mike Jones and Mark Melton were 
a point apart in the 125/250cc Expert 
division. Winner Ronnie Tichenor 
and Tommy Watts stole the show in 
the opening 125cc moto with Jones 
edging Melton for third. Pretty Chris 
Bellora cheered for Jones as he held 
second in the final moto, but what 
the Pennsylvania rider really needed 
was gasoline, as his quest ended with 
an empty tank. Watts held off Tich- 
enor and Stanton to win the class, but 
Melton owned the championship. 

Stanton and Watts swapped wins 
in the 250cc class, Stanton taking the 
win and Watts the MX championship. 

Thomson’s hare scrambles DNF 
knocked him out of an overall Olym- 
pic division victory, but he twisted 
the throttle on his Kawasaki to the 
limit and won four motos in 125cc 
and 250cc B action, taking home the 
Scott USA Golden Goggles award. “‘I 
was worried in the first 125cc moto,” 
explained a happy Thomson at the 
trophy presentation. “I got blocked 
in the first turn by some dude on a 
Yamaha and it took three laps to 
catch up.” 

Michner Industries/Dynamic/Scott- 
sponsored Michner rode his John 
Hunter-tuned Kawasaki to the 125/ 
250cc B Olympic title, scoring a second 
on his 250cc machine. 

Jon Agin and Todd Adams earned 
respective wins in the 125 and 250/ 
500cc divisions, with Adams getting 
the nod as the Olympic Champion. 
“Getting support from Yamaha this 
year gave me a lot more confidence,” 
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Hank Moree (37) temporarily holds off Damon Bradshaw in the 85cc

explained Adams. Adams was a close 
second to Thomson in the quest for 
the Golden Goggles award. e

Ford again took the 
lead and was at the head of the pack 
when Johnson, the 1985 Southern 
California AMA Speedway Rookie of 
the Year, tried to pass him in turn 
four on the second lap. Johnson 
hooked up as he was going by and 
both riders crashed violently into the 
boards. Both walked away, but their 
machines were too damaged to con- 
tinue; Ford took the rerun. 

Brown then took sole possession of 
first by beating Nelson in event 15. 

Ford made it look easy as he 
whipped the pack to take event 19. 

Watson won a very important vic- 
tory in event 21 over Gene Woods. 
The race had to be restarted after 
Watson, Bruce Curry and Nelson all 
crashed, with Nelson being kicked 
out for causing the mishap. Watson 
got up and just beat the two-minute 
clock before riding to victory. 

Brown stayed perfect after out- 
dueling Mike Faria on lap one in 
event 22. Lazor, on Watson’s God- 
den, ended up second. 

Lazor then put Watson’s Godden 
in the winner’s circle in event 25 to 
earn his ticket into the main. Brown 











closed out his rides in the qualifiers 
by winning event 26 over Watson, 
whose bike was in its fourth consecu- 
tive heat.

Schlag captures

Joey Schlag (Contra Costa 
Honda) powered his 500cc 
Honda to capture the all Pro 
class wins at Sand Hill today. 

Racing with broken brake shoes in 
the first moto, Schlag diced with 
Yamaha rider Devon Joos on the first 
two laps.

It was the horsepower of Schlag’s 
500cc versus the maneuverability of 
Bostard’s 125cc as they stretched out 
over the jumps and slipped around 
turns for position. Then on lap seven, 
Ostman opened his throttle to pass 
Bostard and held on to finish second 
behind Schlag, who took the overall 
Pro class win. 

Kawasaki rider Darren Galleyler 
narrowly edged out Honda rider Jack 
Azevedo for the 250cc Intermediate 
class title. Azevedo jumped out of the 
gates to grab the holeshot, chased by 
Yamaha rider Tony Peixoto and Gal- 
leyler.

Brown pelts Salt 
Palace

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, NOV. 23 
Despite riding with a severely 
gashed left wrist, Scotty Brown 
avenged the previous night’s 
loss to Gary Ford by taking the 
Suzuki North American Ice Speed- 
way Championship main event at 
the Salt Palace. Even though Brown 
won the main, Ford earned enough 
points to take the overall victory in 
the two-day show. 

Brown’s brother Jeff got off to a 
flying start on the evening by defeat- 
ing Robert Curry in event two, while 
the previous night’s woes of George 
Lazor continued as he fell and scored 
zero points. Scotty Brown then kept 
the winning in the family by taking 
event three, while Ford closed round 
one and opened round two with 
back-to-back victories. 

Scotty Brown (Scott’s Cycles/Keech 
Speedway Video/Cody Products/ 
Lou’s Leathers) won his second race 
of the evening in event eight, while 
Lazor fell again and saw his main 
event hopes go away as he had not 
scored a point in his first two rides. 
Jim Hedrick, nursing a sore elbow 
from the previous evening, got the 
gate and led until he was passed on 
lap two by Steve Martin. Martin went 








on to win the event while Hedrick 
plowed out of control and into the 
crashwall on lap three, but was able 
to walk off. 

Lazor, one of the premier ice racers 
in the country, looked to have gotten 
things sorted out when he was run- 
ning second to Bruce “The Mon- 
goose” Nelson in event 13. He then 
clipped a pylon and was disqualified, 
leaving him pointless after three rides. 

Event 14 saw Martin go down in 
turn two on lap one, forcing a red 
flag. Martin was not excluded and 
then Mike Cortese broke the starting 
tape and wasn’t excluded — neither 
of these developments sat well with 
reserve Mike Faria. The race ended 
up being a thriller with Martin put- - 
ting his fans on their feet by passing 
Jeff Brown at the line for the victory 
and the three valuable points. 

Event 15 featured a nasty crash 
involving Frank Watson, Tom Burge 
and Brian Daily. Watson received a 
cut nose and wrist, but he was able to 
continue while Burge was excluded 
for causing the fray. That brought in 
Faria, and he vented his anger over 
the previous event by leading all the 
way, but he touched a pylon and was 
excluded. 

Ford and Scotty Brown met in 
event 16 and it was all Ford as he won 
the event by a large distance. Brown 
was having a bad time as he was trail- 
ing Jeff Johnson and Gene Woods 
until Woods took second from John- 
son. Woods then hooked up and went 
wide, taking Johnson with him and 
allowing Brown to pass both on the 
inside for the runner-up spot. 

In the next round, Ford scored 
another easy win while Scotty Brown, 
the only rider not to go down at one 
time or another, won his third race of 
the meeting. Brother Jeff took second 
to keep his main event hopes alive. 
Round four closed with Lazor on the 
winning track, finally, but again he 
touched one of the infield pylons. 
That move went unnoticed by offi- 
cials, but Lazor, being the sportsman 
that he is, told them and was disqual- 
ified, giving the win to Martin, who 
needed those three points to get into 
the main. 

Event 25 seemed to spell disaster 
for Scotty Brown. As he was going 
through the first bend on the first lap, 
he was tapped by Nelson and went 
down. His left wrist hit Nelson’s rear 
tire and the studs on the tire ripped 
through Brown’s arm guards, leath- 
ers and undershirt, tearing open his 
left wrist. Everyone, including the 
injured Brown, restarted, but the race 









only wenta pair of laps before Martin 
was excluded for taking out Nelson. 
That brought Faria back onto the 
scene and he whipped the field to 
take home three points. Brown got 
second while Nelson was disquali- 
fied for parking. 

Ford won his final qualifier by a 
wide margin over Lazor while Jeff 
Brown took advantage of a Woods 
fall to win the last heat race. That set 
him into a run-off with Daily for the 
final spot in the main. Brown led the 
run-off all the way with the deter- 
mined Daily giving him all he could 
handle, but having to settle for second. 

The main consisted of the Brown 
brothers (one from Ohio and one 
from California), Ford and Martin. 
Martin almost didn’t get his bike 
fired, but it roared to life just before 
the end of the two-minute clock. 
Ohio’s Scotty Brown got the gate 
from the pole, but Ford, out of three, 
wisked by on the back chute. Martin 
was in third when he found some 
traction and plowed into the turn- 
four crashwall, ending his evening. 
At the front, Ford was pacing Scotty 
Brown, but the wily Brown got inside 
him in turn three on the second lap 
and zoomed into the lead as they 
came off four. That was all it took, as 
Brown led the final two laps over 
Ford for the win; Jeff Brown took 
third. 

Brown accepted congratulations 
and his trophy just after the main 
event with his left wrist soaked with 
blood. His next trip was to the hospi- 
tal, where he is looking at the possi- 
bility of a skin graft to the deep 
wound. 

Ford took the overall win by one 
point (36-35) over Scotty Brown, and 
when presented with a silver platter, 
he told promoter Gary Densford, “I 
always wanted one of these for my 
wall. You know, I didn’t have one 
until now.”

No- 
body fell, so they finished in that 
order. Mike Crosby and Laye leaped 
into the lead as moto two got under- 
way. Sassen hada bad start but was in 
third by the end of the first lap. On 
lap three, Crosby and Laye blew the 
same turn and, while they were wan- 
dering in the weeds, Sassen slipped 
by for the lead. Erich Broesel moved 
up to a tight second; so tight that he 
and Sassen locked elbows at one 
point. A few turns later, Sassen stalled 
momentarily and Broesel was by for 
the win. Broesel had a bad first moto 
and was out of contention; Sassen 
had the best total and took the overall. 

Jeff Capt had the quickest trigger 
as the gate fell in moto one of the 
125cc Intermediate event. He led the 
first two laps with Sean Blanchard 








and Mike Young looking for an open- 
ing. Blanchard hit the inside of the 
last turn of lap two and out-jumped 
Capt at the scoring tower to take the 
lead. Jeff Mabery had been in the 
middle of the pack at the start. He 
worked his way steadily up and finally 
maneuvered past Capton the last lap. 
Time was not with him and he could 
not catch Blanchard. 

Mabery got into a first-lap passing 
duel with Mike McCleneghan at the 
beginning of moto two and took the 
lead for good at the beginning of lap 
two. McCleneghan caught a falling 
disease and tumbled himself way back. 
This time it was Blanchard who had 
to recover from a disappointing start 
and he eventually got to second, but 
no more. Mabery took the win and 
the overall, Blanchard got second. 

The Open Beginners did a lot of 
position switching in both motos, 
with Rob Pankratz putting a first and 
a second together to win the overall. 
Number-one Open Novice rider Dan 
Stilwell did no switching at all, going 
right to the front in both motos and 
decisively winning the overall. Greg 
Pierce stomped on the gas (and the 
other Open Intermediates) on his 
way to a two-moto sweep of that 
class. David Bagwell hotly pursued 
him in both motos with the same 
result in both: second. 

Ken Zahrt simply smoked the Vets 
class, winning both motos by a huge 
margin. Ken Ratzloff chased Zahrt in 
both motos and even led the second 
moto for the first lap. Once Zahrt got 
by, he was gone and Ratzloff himself 
was challenged ‘repeatedly by Scott 
Freeman, who finished third in both 
motos. While the Vet Experts were 
settling their differences, Intermediate 
Bob Graf and Junior Andy Green 
settled in the lead of their classes in 
both motos and stayed there for the 
wins. 

A good start is usually a good race 
as Eddie Hicks ably demonstrated as 
the gate fell on moto one of the 125 
Pro race. Willie Surratt was within 
striking distance, followed by Mike 
Kiedrowski. Hicks, a Yamaha spon- 
sored rider, was leaving the others to 
fight for the supporting role. Kied- 
rowski stuffed his Team Green Kawa- 
saki into second at the start of lap 
two. Surratt wanted his FMF Honda 
to finish better than third and regained 
second by the end of the fourth lap, 
then started hunting for Hicks. By 
this time, Hicks was out of reach and 
took the win, followed by Surratt. 

Surratt got the holeshot in moto 
two and was well on his way to the 
overall when his frame broke in two 
places. AJ Whiting and Kiedrowski 
got into a major argument over second 
place. Hicks, who was back in the 
crowd, took advantage of their pre- 
occupation to quietly move up to a 
strategic position. When Surratt re- 
tired, Whiting inherited the lead and 
aimed his U.S. Suzuki straight for the 
finish line. Kiedrowski got a little 
over-eager, stumbled, and lost several 
places. Hicks took over second and 
held it happily for that was all he 
needed for the first place money. 

Surratt and Kiedrowski were back 
for the 250cc Pro event; Whiting was 
entered but did not start. Moto one 
started and ended in the same order: 
Surratt, Kiedrowski, and Kenny Zahrt. 
The two leaders carried on their pri- 
vate battle from the 125cc race and 
pulled far away from all the others. 
Surratt seemed to have a clear edge. 
On occasion, he appeared to let Kied- 
rowski catch up and then he would 
pull away. Surratt won, followed by 
Kiedrowski and Zahrt. Zahrt's AXO 
Honda had the hot line in the moto 
two start and swept around the out- 
side to take the first turn lead. Kied- 
rowski held second until lap two 
when Surratt moved up to that spot. 
Lap four was the turning point. 








Right at the start of it, Surratt out- 
jumped Zahrt and took the lead and 
Kiedrowski did the same 30 seconds 
later. From then on, it was a repeat of 
moto one and the finish was the 
same. The overall score was Surratt, 
Kiedrowski, and Zahrt.
